A lb a n y , May 31st.—In the Assembly this 
morning Draper offered a resolution that at 12 
o’clock the House proceed to name two candi­ 
dates for the vacancies in the United States 
Senate, first naming a Senator to fill the va­ 
cancy caused by the resignation of Roscoe 
Conkling, and in case no one is named by a 
majority that fact may be entered on the 
journal, and the House proceed in like man­ 
ner to name a candidate to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Thomas C. Platt. 
THE BALI.OT IN THE HOUSE. 
A t 12 o’clock the Speaker announced that 
under the order of the House it would now 
proceed to vote for a United States Senator 
in place of Roscoe Conkling, resigned. 
Each member as his name was called 
named his candidate. 
The vote stood as follows : Conkling 26, 
Jacobs 47, Wheeler 15, Crowley 5, Cornell 6, 
Wadsworth 2, Rogers 8, Miller 1, Evarts 2, 
Efick 1, Folger 2, White 2, Chapman 1, 
Tremaine 2, Fenton 1, Ward 1, Pomeroy 1, 
Dutcher 1, Alvord 2. 
_ 
No candidate having received a majority, 
the House then proceeded to vote to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Platt. 
The vote stood: Depew 14. Kernaa 47, 
Piatt 21, Folger 6, Lapham 6, Cornell 12, 
Crowley 3, Evarts 5, Morton 2, Miller 3, 
Francis 1, Pomeroy 1, Wadsworth 2, Tre­ 
maine 2, Rogers 1. 
The Chair announced that the House hav­ 
ing failed to give a majority'for either candi­ 
date that fact will be entered on the journal 
of the House, and legislative business pro­ 
ceeded with. 


THE VOTE IN THE SENATE. 
When the hour of noon strived the Senate 
proceeded to vote for a United States Senator 
in the place of Thos. C. Platt, resigned. 
The vote stood as follows : Thos. C. Platt 
8, Chauncey M. Depew 1, Francis Kern an 7, 
Warner Miller 2, Sherman S. Rogers 1, Eld 
ridge Lapham 2, Joseph II. Coate 1, Judge 
Noah Davia 2, Wm, A. Wheeler 1, George 
H. Sharp 1. 
The Senate then voted for a successor to 
fill the short term in the place of Roscoe 
Conkling. 
The vote stood as follows : Roscoe Conkling 
0, Sherman S. Rogers 5, John C. .Jacobs 6, 
Geo. B. Bradley 1, Chas. J . Folger 2, Gov­ 
ernor Cornell 3, Wm. A. Wheeler 4, Theo. 
M. Pomer.y 2. 
No one receiving a majority, the Senate 
adjourned. 


PROSPECTS OK A LENGTHY DEADLOCK. 


N e w Y o r k , M a y 31st.—The Telegram's 
Albany special says : A prolonged session is 
inevitable, and the balloting may continue to 
July 4tb. The half breeds are quite as de­ 
termined as the stalwarts, and a compromise 
seems the only way cut. The half-breeds 
said Conkling, Platt and A rthur would not 
return here—they were afraid. 
A leading State official says: “ These men 
don’t know Rrscoe Conkling. 
He did not 
enter the contest without a full appreciation 
of what he was to meet, and did not go into 
it to beaten. 
He will win, and don’t you for­ 
get it.” 
An Assemblyman who spent Sunday with 
Arthur, said : “ Conkling is in the race to 
stay ; and if you know the points I know, you 
would agree with me that his election can’t 
lie prevented without Democratic help. 
It is 
nonsense to talk about his bargaining with 
the Democrats.” 
The Conklingites to-day say he intends to 
make and hold the deadlock, and in the fall 
elections personally canvass the whole State 
more completely than ever, thus having an 
even chance of securing a Legislature to elect 
him in January. Such a success would lift 
him to the highest pinnacle in American 
political history, aud put him in the field as 
the winning Presidential candidate for 1SS4. 
Platt said this morning that he thought 
their chances for re-election more than good. 
He believed they would go back to W ash­ 
ington. 
The Post's Albany special says: The anti- 
Conklingites won’t concentrate until Conk- 
ling’s votes melt away; then probably they 
may have 81 votes and elect the two candi­ 
dates, although it is yet too early to predict 
this. 
Carpenter says Coukling’s ironclad votes 
will stay by him to the end. 
Robertson would not be surprised if an 
actual election had been held before the week 
Í3 over. 
The Esprcss says: Should the deadlock 
continue next week, the Legislature will ad­ 
journ. 
The Governor says he won’t recon­ 
vene the Legislature, but let the polls settle 
the dispute. 
The Commercial says: 
The half-breeds 
boastfully claim to be able to elect two 
Senators this week, and that they will ar­ 
range a plan before Thursday. They utterly 
reject the thought of returning Conkling, 
although some would have favored him if he 
would drop Platt. 
Each half-breed has his 
individual candidate, which is bad for them. 
They believe a desire to be on the winning side 
will make them many converts. The Conk­ 
ling men say they will be able to hold thi ir 
forces together, and that popular sentiment, 
so skillfully worked up by Blaiue, will turn 
to their advantage. 


REVIEW »r THE SITUATION. 
N ew Y ork, May 31st.—The Tribune's 
Albany special says: 
The best political 
judges here are inclined to look for the elec­ 
tion of two Republican Senators before the 
Legislature adjourns, and the Democrat who 
was yesterday swimming on bladders in the 
summer sea of glory finds himself stranded 
on the hard probability that the next Legis­ 
lature will not be consulted regarding the suc­ 
cessors to Conkling and Platt. 
To-morrow’s ballot will be watched with 
great interest. 
If Platt should lose any of 
the votes he had to-day, it will be only rea­ 
sonable to expect the choice of cne Senator 
before the end of the week. 
Judge Robertson said to-day, after to-day’s 
disclosure of Platt’s weakness, that he should 
look for the election of one Senator Thurs­ 
day. 
On the other hand, some members expect 
that to-morrow’s ballot will be much like that 
of to-day, except for the probable concentra­ 
tion of the Administration men, and do not 
expect a marked change, if there should be 
only one ballot. The practical abolition of the 
caucus which has taken place raises a new 
difficulty for 
candidates 
in 
the caucus. 
Fifty-four votes would nominate, and thus 
secure the election in ballot wifjiout a cau­ 


cus. Eighty-one votes must be had to elect 
the candidate, aud it is easily understood that 
this will be uphill work for almost any man 
unless there is a genuine stamped leader. 
An Administration man said yesterday that 
he thought when any candidate received 
65 votes that would settle the matter, and 
the rest would follow immediately. 
Ex-Marshal Payne said to a Tribvm corre­ 
spondent, who asked him if Conkling would 
withdraw, “ Oh, n o ; his friends could not 
allow him to withdraw if he wanted to.” 
“ You don't still think he can be elected?" 
“ Yes, I do. Conkling will run; and let 
me tell you 
something—put 
down this 
prophesy, and remember i t : If Conkling is 
beaten, the Republican party will have won 
its last victory in this State or the nation. 
He has won every Republican victory in this 
State for fifteen years. 
He made the last 
two Presidents, single-handed and alone." 


AN INDEFINITE POSTPONEMENT. 


A l b a n y , May 31st.—The stalwart Repub­ 
lican caucus which was to have been held to­ 
night has been indefinitely postponed. 


GOVERNOR CORNELL’S DECLINATION. 
New Y o r k , May 31st.—Governor Cornell 
has written a letter decliuing to be a candi­ 
date for United States Senator, which will 
be presented to the Legislature to-morrow. 
The agent of the New York Associated Press 
at Albany telegraphs to-night that it is uni­ 
versally conceded that Conkling is entirely 
out of the fight, and that a gentleman who 
had been closeted with the leaders for an 
hour had no hesitancy in admitting that it 
was but a question of what candidate the 
party should select to meet with unanimity 
among the Republicans.

It is interesting to w atch th e change 
■which is passing over the New Y ork press 
in regard to the treatm ent of th e Chinese. 
Since tho latter emigrated to N ew York 
in considerable num bers they have fallen 


G eneral G rant-alw ays had very peculiar 
i view s about his political relations. 
Y hen 
he was President he showed a signal ina­ 
bility to separate 
civil 
from 
m ilitary 
theories. 
H e looked upon his political 
friends very m uch in the light of brother 
soldiers, whom it was his duty to protect 
in a spirit of comradeship, even when they 
were m isbehaving themselves. H is famous 
rem ark about standing by them when they 
Were "u n d e r tire" was a revelation of his 
u tte r w ant of appreciation of the functions 
and duties of a civil m agistrate. 
Since he 
w ent out of ofiice he has n aturally followed 
th e same line of th ought and action, and 
his friends have done th eir best to exag­ 
gerate his singular doctrines. 
G rantism 
has developed a quasi-m ilitary term inology 
of its own. 
Its supporters call them selves 
“ stalw arts.” 
A t Chicago they gloried in 
the fixity and persistence of their organiza­ 
tion and discipline. 
They called them ­ 
selves proudly “ the G rant colum n.” They 
represar, teil them selves as resisting repeated 
assaults from the enemy. 
They strove in 
every w ay to im part a m artial and th ere­ 
fore wholly anomalous and inappropriate 
aspect to the situation. 
A nd when (.«rant 
was beaten, his principal followers, who of 
course were spoken of as his “ lieu ten an ts,’ 
w ithdrew in haughty and resentful sullen­ 
ness, and it became a question w hether 
they w ould take any p art in th e subse­ 
quent cam paign. 
K ventually they con­ 
sented to do so, b u t throughout they acted 
far m ore a3 though they were m ilitary 
leaders commanding independent forces 
than as m em bers of a homogeneous politi­ 
cal organization. 
Even w hen they consented to enter the 
field, however, they evidently held th at 
they were laying G eneral Garfield under 
special obligations. 
They were in fact to 
be rew arded for doing th eir duty. 
Their 
leader was somehow not as other poli­ 
ticians, b u t was to be treated as a possible 
General M onk, or Cromwell, or Bona­ 
parte. 
A nd after the election of General 
Garfield it now seem3 th at General G rant 
supposed him to be only put in the W hite 
H ouse as a sort of w arm ing pan. 
The 
astonishing letter which General G rant has 
been im prudent enough to publish shows to 
w hat an extent this feeling was carried. 
The public are there made to realize th a t 
G rant thought G arfield to be little more 
than a deputy to him ; th a t he held him ­ 
self entitled to ask for all kinds of offices 
for'his friends; th a t th e services he and 
his “ 30 0 ” had rendered in th e campaign 
were to be repaid at the discretion of these 
m ercenaries, in short. 
As th e New Y ork 
Tribune observes: 
“ General G rant, in 
1 ‘ the closing paragraph of his letter, says 
“ unblushingly th a t he not only expected 
“ his personal friends to be kept in office, 
“ b u t he thought one of them ought to be 
“ supported a t the G overnm ent’s expense 
“ until he could finish a life of General 
“ G rant upon which he was engaged ! The 
“ whole tenor of th e letter is th at General 
“ G rant and his friends and supporters 
“ have a m ortgage upon the G overnm ent 
“ for support and comfort as long a3 they 
“ live.” 
There is no possibility of escap­ 
ing the m any direct evidences of this con­ 
dition of m ind on the part of the G rantites. 
The same peculiar ideas crop out in 
C oakling’s recent course, and in <1 rant’s 
attitu d e tow ards Conkling. 
H e has from 
th e beginning show n himself precisely the 
kind of resentm ent which would be natural 
if Cunkliug was one of liia m ilitary sub- 
under the displeasure of th e 
rough of ordinates, and if some unauthorized person 
those parts, and his m ethods of evincing 
his dissati.* faction are singularly like those 
of the San Francisco hoodlum. 
O ur New 
Y ork contem poraries for many years up­ 
braided tho people of California generally 
for allowing th e Chinese to to abused and 
m altreated, and it was held by them to be 
evidence of defective civilization th a t such 
things should cccur.

Chinese arc usually treated in New York. 
W e do not yet understand why th e expo­ 
nents of th a t higher civilization allow these 
outrages to go en uupunished, b u t perhaps 
th e New York p rtss is too m uch engaged 
in looking after the m orals of th e rest of 
th e country to pay much attention to those 
of its ow n neighborhood. 
A t any rate th at 
press is henceforth estopped from decrying 
California civilization because of local abuse 
of the Chinese, the more particularly since 
abuse of the Chinese in this State has vir­ 
tu ally ceased.

GREEK AND OTHFR BRIGANDAGE 


Some English journals have recently 
been investigating the subject of Greek 
brigandage, and w ith surprising results. 
They have ascertained th a t it is looked 
, upon in m any parts of Greece as a regular, 
respectable and perfectly legitim ate occu­ 
pation, and th a t it is carried on in the nio9t 
i formal and system atic way. 
W hen a man 
determ ines to invest in brigandage he pro­ 
cures a certain am ount of capital for the 
purchase of arm s and accoutrem ents, and 
then he proceeds to gather his band togeth­ 
er. 
Every m em ber of this band signs a rti­ 
cles ju st as if ho were going to th ip for a 
voyage, ami the relative shares of the cap­ 
tain and his followers arc specified in the 
m ost punctilious m anner in black and 
white. E very band of robbers has its spies, 
I who act as foragers, and m ark down the 
prey in advance. 
Then there are food 
| purveyors, advance agents, or som ething 
sim ilar, and in fact a regular organization. 
I t is related th a t cases have been known of 
th e leasing of certain districts or routes 
by one band to another, and in one 
such 
instance 
th e 
route 
proved 
so 
good th a t th e lessor» dem anded it back, 


and 
even 
proposed 
to 
bring 
suit 
in 
the 
C ourts 
for 
its 
recovery. 
The G reek brigands are very brutal and 
cruel, one of th eir iules being never to 
liberate a prisoner who is not ransomed. 
If the ransom is not paid a t th e specified 
tim e they m urder th e victim , and this 
they do even in th e case of little children, 
lest the introduction of w eak concessions 
should spoil th e business. 
In regard to 
th eir cruelty and th e extrem es to w hich 
th ey go these G reek brigands are no doubt 
exceptionally infamous. B ut so far as their 
crim inal organization is concerned, A m eri­ 
cans can 
perhaps th in k of 
som ewhat 
analogous arrangem ents m uch nearer home. 
Such thieving riDgs as th a t of Tweed, or 
th a t of th e sta r m ail routes, differ in no 
essentials from th e G reek robber bands. 
The latter, it is true, com m it th eir robber­ 
ies directly and in a m anner openly, but 
it would be difficult to find instances of 
more undisguised robbery th an the ex­ 
ploits of the Tw eed ring. 
The latter, too, 
stole m illions w here th e G reek brigands 
are 
fain 
to content them selves w ith 
dollars. 
In fact the G reeks are after all 
only p etty thieves when they are not m ur­ 
derers, and though it is evident from their 
m ethodical habits th a t they have the root 
of the m atter in them , as one m ight say, 
yet it is equally clear th a t th ey have no 
scope for th eir talents, and th a t they can 
never accomplish m uch UDless they trans­ 
fer th eir operations to more prolific re­ 
gions. 
Such men would require very little 
prom pting in m unicipal politics among us, 
and th eir native audacity m ight lead them 
to introduce quite num bers of novelties to 
th e business of fleecing the public. 
As it 
would not be necessary here to cu t any 
throats, th ey would probably abandon 
th a t detail of their profession, and they 
would soon learn to practice the Am erican 
a rt of “ addition, division and silence,” 
w ithout having recourse to the dangerous 
and therefore im prudent plan of putting 
th eir nam es to crim inal agreem ents.

fair, w here they 
spent three days at one of th e prin­ 
cipal hotels, Gody procuring th e rcoms 
for them , when the fellow again made im ­ 
proper advance» even to th e young girl. 
She then told young M iller, who urged her 
never to go near Gody again. 
A bout two 
m onths ago Mrs. Pettee, it is charged, 
w anted th e girls to tak e another trip to 
Bakersfield, and the girls were ttrrib ly 
frightened thereat, and refused to go. One 
of them , Lucy, told M iller, and then they 
m ade up th eir minds to get m arried, w ent 
over to Oakland, and procuring a license 
were m arried. The father, instigated prob­ 
ably by M rs. Pettee, then swore out a w ar­ 
ran t charging M iller w ith perjury, in 
sw earing falsely to the age of the girl, and 
on which he was arrested.

W ashington, M ay 31st.—An im portant 
decision was redered by the Freoch-American 
Claims Commission to-day, in the ease of 
Joseph Napoleon Perche, Archbishop of New 
Orleans, against the U nited States. 
The 
memorial < f claimant sets forth that in 18G2, 
at which time he was a French subject, resid­ 
ing in New Orleans, the m ilitary lorces of 
the U nited State?, under command of Gen­ 
eral B. F. Butler, occupied th at city, and 
demolished property belonging to him to the 
value of $3,C00, and subjected him to arrest 
and imprisonment. 
For these injuries he 
claims th at he is entitled to damages in $40,­ 
000. with interest. 
The U nited States main­ 
tains th at the Archbishop is not entitled to 
recover at all as a French subject under the 
treaty, for the reason th at he is now, and has 
been since 1870, a naturalized American citi­ 
zen. 
Following is the decision of the Com­ 
missioners : 
Aichblshop Perche, in lils memorial, states that 
he was naturalized In the United States In 1870. 
He does not claim to be a French citizen. Without 
deciding upon any other eases which may be ana­ 
logous to this, we think the claim of Monsiegneur 
Perche must be rejected, because it does not come 
within the terms of the treaty, which only provide 
for the claims of French citizens. While making 
this decision, we deem it proper for us to express 
our regret that we cannot take jurisdiction of the 
case, which seems upon its face to be so equitable.

CONFESSION OF CRIME. 


CHARLES CAEIPBLLL PLEADS GUILTY TO 
STEALING Z. COT’S MOREY. 


Eow the Crime Was Committed—W hit Be­ 
came of the Money—The Es­ 
cape, Recapture, Etc. 


Charles Campbell, who has been for some 
time past confined in the County’ Jail upon 
charge of grand larceny—stealing 8680 from 
Z. Coy, who resides about twelve miles from 
this city, upon the Jackson road—yesterday 
appeared before Judge Denson in the Supe­ 
rior Court to plead to the information stand­ 
ing against him. Upon being arraigned he 
pleaded guilty to the charge, aud said that in 
connection with his confession he desired to 
make a statement, which the Judge gave him 
permission to do. He then proceeded to re­ 
late the circumstances under which the crime 
was committed, and after referring to his 
past habits and life, said : 
his statem ent. f 
On the 21st day of last October I called 
at the house of Air. Coy, which is a public 
house on the Jackson road. I got there about 
half-past 9 o’clock in the morning, lie in­ 
vited me to take a drink and I did so, and 
afterwards drank several times more, con­ 
tinuing to do so until about noon, when I had 
got pretty full. Mr. Coy then took me to a 
straw stack across the road from his house, 
where I laid down and slept until 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. I then returned to the house 
and commenced drinking agaiD, Mr. Coy 
being there at the time. At a little after 6 
o’clock that evening Mr. Coy went to the 
barn, and as he left said to me that if I 
wanted anything more to drink, to help my­ 
self. 
He then went across the street 
to the barn to milk. While he was 
gone 1 went in behind the bar and 
helped myself to a drink, and while 
there I noticed a box containing 8680 in 
money settirg on a ehelf back of the bar. I 
took the box and put it under my arm, and 
walked out of the house, starting towards 
Sacramento. I was very drunk at the time. 
When I had gone a few rods from the house 
Mr. Coy raw ine ; but I don’t suppose he saw 
the box, as I had it under my arm. I spoke 
to him and said I was going home, and he 
said I had better go. I then came about four 
miles towards Sacramento, and got over a 
fence into a field and laid down by a straw- 
stack and went to sleep, leaving the box lying 
by my side. This was in the evening. I woke 
up in the night some time, aud got up and 
started away 
LEAVING THE BOX THERE, 
Not having any recollection of having it un­ 
til after I had gone away. After going about 
two miles I thought about the box and went 
back and got it, and my first impulse then 
was to take it back and leave it upon Mr. 
Coy’s stoop Hoor, but just then I saw a man 
coming from towards Sacramento who I sup­ 
posed was Coy, and believing that informa­ 
tion had been given to the police about me, 
I thought it would be useless to take that 
course. I then went directly to Curtis’ 
house, three miles and a half from this city, 
on another road. I got there about half-past 
6 the next morning and took breakfast with 
the family. I wa3 slightly acquainted with 
Curtis, having done a job of work there be­ 
fore.After breakfast I took him out to one side 
and showed him the money and told him I 
was in trouble and wanted his help. He 
asked me where I got the money, and I told 
him I had sold a house and lot in Stockton 
and got it. I then gave his wife 810 to go to 
town And get a pair of boots for me, and gave 
Curtis all th e balance of the money but S100. 
I told him an officer might possibly follow 
Mrs. Curtis back after me, and Mr. Curtis 
said if one did come for me to go up stairs 
and stay. Officer Frazee came out that day 
and found me in Curtis’ door-yard and ar­ 
rested me. As soon as he arrested me he 
SEARCHED ME THOROUGHLY, 
Going through my pockets, clothes and 
boots, and taking 863 70 from me. Mrs. 
Curtis having returned from the city also, 
and not having paid out the 810, that was 
also taken by the officer. I then told h'm 
that I wished to see Mr. Curtis, who had 
gone to his upper ranch about four miles, 
near the Union House, and he took me over 
there in his buggy. While there, Curtis and 
I got into Curtis’s buggy and returned toward 
home, the officer riding in his tugay behind 
us. Previous to this the officer had informed 
Cnrti9 that I had stolen this money from 
Coy. On the way back Curtis said to me 
when we were alone, “ You didn’t tell me 
that you took that money from Coy,” and I 
replied, “ No, I did not tell youeo; but 1 did 
take it from him.” 1 then asked Curtis «hat 
I should do, and he said the beat thing I 
could do was to “ ekeedadle.” I then con­ 
cluded to do so, and on the way to his home 
Curtis and I made it up that I would tell the 
officer that the money was hid down in the 
field, and that if he would let me do so I 
would go with Curtis and get it, and while 
going there I was to make my escape. When 
we anived at Curtis’ house Curtis took the 
officer one side and told him that I wanted to 
go down into the field and get the money that 
was missing, and he gave Curtis his revolver 
to have while accompanying me, and Curtis 
and I started down into the lots. While we 
were going along I made arrangement! with 
Curtis to take care of my wife, who was in 
Pacramento and in destitute circumstances. 
He agree! to see that she did not want any­ 
thing in dress bills or groceries so long as he 
had any money to furnish her with. 
HIS ESCAPE AND CONCEALMENT. 
After we had gone between a quarter ana 
a half a mile and got over the fence, I said, 
“ Curtis, 1 have only got four bits in my 
pocket, and need something to go away with,” 
and he put his hand in his pocket and gave 
me a 820 gold piece. 1 then took hold of the 
tips of his fingers and said “ good-bye.” We 
had then got out of sight of the house, where 
the officer remained, and Curtis stopped and 
I went on. When I had got a sho-t distance 
I turned around and said to Curtis, “ Re­ 
member my family.” I then started on, and 
pulling c ff my coat as I did so, and Curtis 
held the revolver into the air and fired three 
times. He did not fire at me. 
Campbell here stated that there was no 
truth in what had been told aliout his 
striking Curtis over the hand with a wrench 
to break his hold from him, at the time he 
escaped, but said Curtis told him since his 
recapture that he so told the officer. 
He then continued his statement as fol- 
follows : When I left Curtis in the field I 
went to the first house south of the Catholic 
cemetery, and Curtis told the officer that I 
ran into the cemetery. This he did so as 
to throw him off my treck. Whila the offi­ 
cer and Curtis with him w era hunting for me 
in the graveyard I was in this house, and 
when they weut back to Curtis’ place I went 
across the road and stayed in a house 
there until the next evening. During that 
day I saw the officer searching for 
at other houses in the neighborhood, but thev 
did not happen to come to the house where I 
was. From there I went the next morning 
to a Portuguese house, near Sutterville, and 
from there to Napa, and continued in that 
vicinity until I WAS RECAPTURED 
On the 21st of February last. My wife was 
arrested at the same time, and we were con­ 
fined in the City Jail of this city until April 
Uth, when a preliminary examination took 
place. My wife was then discharged from

attempted suicide. 
As to my trying to commit suicide while in 
the City Jail, I did it because of my loath­ 
some condition, as deatii was preferable to it. 
I was covered from head to foot with vermin, 
and bad no opportunity of cleaning myself. 
I rever washed tnyseif but three times dur­ 
ing the six weeks I was there in jail, and had 
no other opportunity to do so. I showed 
offi.-er Stewart the condition I was in when 
i he was at my cell one day, by shaking my 
clothing ovrr a newspaper, and twenty-seven 
great body lice dropped upon it, and he said 
it was a terrible condition to be in. 
He farther stated to the Court that the 


money which was taken from him when he 
was first arrested, and also his mairiage cer­ 
tificate, were still in the hands of the Chief 
of Police, as he understood; that he had a 
few days since asked for an order of the 
Court to have these turned over to the Sher­ 
iff, at which time tlie District Attorney sug­ 
gested that he understood it had not been 
turned over because the Chief of Police 
claimed to have a lien upon the amount for 
expenses incurred in his recapture, and he de 
eired to kDow whether the Sheriff now had 
the money and certificate. 
The District Attorney informed the Court 
that the Chief of Police had stated to him 
that he would see the Judge about the mat 
ter.In conclusion he asked if there was any 
way provided by which his wife could receive 
needed assistance as she was ia a destitute 
condition. He said he was willing, so far as 
it concerned himself, to suffer the penalty for 
his act, but ho did not wish the public to 
think that his wife was in any way connected 
with it, or that she received any aid from the 
money he had takeD, as Curtis had now, 
after receiving the money, failed utterly to 
fulfill any promise he had made to him. 
Mr. Campbell was then remanded to the 
custody of the Sheriff, and the 13th instant 
fixed as the date upon which sentence would 
be passed upon him. 
BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 
The usual meeting of the Beard of City 
Trustees was held yesterday morning, all the 
members being present.

The weekly report of John A. Cunning­ 
ham, Chief Engineer of the Water Works, 
shows that during the past week the works 
had been running full time and that the total 
number of gallons of water pumped was 19,­ 
191,900. 
Charles Zeitler, upon applicati m made, 
was granted permission to erect a tin-covered 
frame shed in the rear of his premises, J 
street, between Fifth and Sixth. Also to 
Weinstock & Lubin to erect a frame shed on 
lot 2, between K and L, Fourth and Fifth 
streets. 
City Surveyor L. F. Bassett submitted his 
report of the city levee surveys, and his esti­ 
mates in relation thereto, and also in relation 
to drainage. The report was placed on file. 
J. F. Tranter appeared before the Board 
in relation to the injuries he sustained from 
falling through a trap door in a sidewalk of 
the city, and stated that if the city would 
pay him the expenses it had caused him 
(8800), he would not bring any action against 
the eity. The proposition was taken under 
advisement.

LEVEE IMPROVEMENTS. 
Plan Adopted by the Board of Trustees, 
and Election Appointed. 
The Board of City Trustees held a special 
meeting la?t evening, at which City Surveyor 
Bassett was also present, to further consider 
the subject of the city levees. Finally the 
following plan, based upon the recent surveys 
ar.d estimates of the City Surveyor, was 
adopted, and which is to be submitted to a 
voto of the electors of the city at a special 
election, to he held on the 15th inst : 
Ordered, That the Board of Trustees, a9 
ex-officio Levee Commissioners of the city of 
Sacramento, hereby adopt the following plan 
and estimates for improving the levee : To 
raise with earth the levee from Y to It street 
and from Seventh to Brighton to a uniform 
grade of at least four feet at the lowest point 
above high-water mark of 1881. Estimated 
cost, 810,400 ; work to be done this fall. To 
face the outer or river eide slope with cobble 
or rubble stone by placing thereon 12,000 tar- 
loads—84,000 cubic yards. Estimated cos', 
8100,000. Three thousand carloads, or 21,000 
cubic yards of which amount to be placed 
thereon this coming fall. Estimated cost, 
825,000; making a total amount required this 
year of 835.000, requiting a tax of 30 cents on 
the 8100 of taxable property, taking the last 
assessment roll as> basis cf valuation ; and 
a»k the electors to vote aye upon the pro­ 
posed plan that the Board of Trustees may 
raise the required amcunt by special tax, to 
be collected forthwith. 
Ordered, That the Board of Trustees adopt 
the plan of pumping the sewage and drair.- 
water from the city into the river, and ask a 
tax of 25 cents on the 8100 taxable property 
of Sacramento city. Estimated cost, 829,000. 
Ordered, That the Board < f Trustees adopt 
the plan of enlarging the levee from Y street 
to Freeport, and submit the same to a vote 
of the electors for adoption. Estimated cost, 
827,500 ; required tax, 25 cents on the 8100. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Sudden Death.—Stephen A. Boutwell, a 
prominent citizen of Sacramento, died at his 
residence on H street last evening, after only 
a few hours’ illDess. He had just returned 
from his ranch iu the country, where he had 
been attending to the sale of a crop of wool, 
and was in his usual health. Yesterday 
morning he was taken with a pain in one cf 
h¡3 hands, which increasing in severity and 
extending up his arm, he sent for a physician. 
No remedy proved successful in arresting the 
pain and the gradual continuing of its move­ 
ment up the arm and to the body, and last 
evening it reached his heart aud caused his 
immediate death. The deceased was an old 
resident of California, and has resided in this 
city for some years past, having purchased 
the residence of the late Julius Wetzlar. He 
was a native of Missouri and 55 years of age.

Also the Health 
Officer Jnd City Engineer, by invitation, 
The minutes of the last two meetings were 
read aud approved. 
The mortuary report was read and ap­ 
proved.

On motion, it was ordered that the Super­ 
intendent of the City Cemetery be informed 
that there is no law authorizing him to bury 
deceased persons without a certificate from 
the physician in attendance, the Coroner cr 
the President of the Board of Health. 
Dr. Hatch presented his report on amend­ 
ments to the Health Ordinances. Report 
read, accepted, and tho Secretary was 
authorized to confer with the City Attorney 
in relation to their adoption by the Board of 
Trustees. The Secretary presented a resolu­ 
tion ia reference to the compensation of the 
Health Officer, which was read and adopted. 
The report of tho City Physician was re­ 
ceived and placed on file. 
The subject of draining the water from 
Burns’ Slough along Twenty-fourth street, 
was brought up for discussion, and the sani­ 
tary and other reasons against its being so 
drained was stated V-y the Secretary. The 
Mayor stated that the Board of Trustees, 
after surveying the ground, had thought it 
better for economical reasons to make the 
ditch along Twenty-fourth street, but the op­ 
position to the plan had been so great that 
the Trustees had reconsidered the subject, 
and had adopted Thirty-first street. He 
thought, however, the course of Burns’ 
Slough across Twenty-fourth and M w; s, for 
drainage purposes, the better, and would 
have been a saving of considerable amount 
of money. The sewerage question was next 
brought up for consideration, with the vari­ 
ous methods proposed of getting rid of the 
sewage and sipage water of the city, and gave 
rise to a lengthy discussion, in which all 
present took part. Without arriving at any 
conclusion, the subject was postponed for 
future consideration when a full Board may 
be present.

Reproaching his subjects for 
w ant of obedience, a t'hibcha ruler told 
them they knew “ that it was in his power 
to afflict them with pestilence, small-pox, 
rheumatism and fever, and to make to grow 
as much grass, vegetables and plants as 
they wanted.” 
Ancient Egyptian records 
yield indications of a similar early belief. 
Thutmes H I., after being deified, “ was 
considered as the luck-bringing god of the 
country, and a preserver against the evil 
influence of wicked spirits and magicians.” 
And it was thus with the Jews : “ Rabbin­ 
ical writings are never weary of enlarging 
upon the magical power and knowledge of 
Solomon. 
He was represented as not 
only King of the whole earth, but also 
as reigning over devils and evil spirits, 
and having the power of expelling them 
from the bodies of men and animals, and 
also of delivering people to them .” 
The 
traditions of European peoples furnish 
kindred evidence. 
As before shown, sto­ 
ries in the Heims krimjla saga imply that 
the Scandinavian ruler, OJíd, was a medi- 
cinc-man, as were aho Niort and Frey, his 
successors. 
And after recalling the super­ 
natural weapons and supernatural achieve­ 
ments of early heroic Kings, we can scarcely 
doubt that with them were iu some cases 
associated the supposed magical powers 
whence have descended the supposed pow­ 
ers of Kings to euro diseases by touching 
or otherwise. W e shall the less doubt this 
on finding that like powers were ascribed 
to subordinate rulers of early origin. There 
were certain ancient Breton nobles whose 
spittle and touch had curative properties. 
One important factor, then, in the genesis 
of political headship originates with the 
ghost-theory, and the concomitant rise of a 
belief that some men having acquired power 
over ghosts, can obtain their aid. 
Gener­ 
ally the chief and the medicine-man are 
separate persons, and there then exists be­ 
tween them some conflict; they have 
competing authorities. 
But where the 
ruler UDites with 
his power naturally 
gained, this ascribed supernatural power, 
his authority is necessarily much increased. 
Recalcitrant members of his tribe who 
might dare to resist him if bodily prowess 
alone could decide the struggle, do not 
dare to do this if they believe he can send 
one of his posse comitcUus of ghosts to tor­ 
m ent them. 
Tnat rulers desire to unite 
the two characters we have, in one case, 
distinct proof. 
Canon Callaway tells us 
that among the Amazulu a chief will en­ 
deavor to discover a medicine-mau’s secrets 
and afterward kill him.—[H erbert Spencer, 
in Fortnightly Review. 


HAROUN 
ALRASHID. 


Jle was splendid in his entertainments, 
unstinting iu his presents to his courtiers 
and any one whom he had a momentary 
fancy to enrich ; would pay for poems by 
the line in gold pieces, and shower jewels 
and precious stuffs upon those who accom­ 
plished the perilous success of pleasing 
him. 
I t is recorded of his Vizier, Yahya 
the Birmecide, that he U3ed, whenever he 
went cut, to carry with him bags contain­ 
ing nearly a pound’s weight of silver coins 
apiece to distribute to any poor people he 
m ight meet ; and the Caliph’s lavish mu­ 
nificence was not likely to be inferior 
to his Minister’s. 
Y et Haroun left in his 
treasury the enormous sum of 000,000,000 
dinars, or £400,000,000 ; whence it appears 
that, fabulous as his expenditure was, his 
income was even more astounding. 
A 
comparatively email part of this, however, 
was honestly come by. 
I t was good 
Caliph’s custom, whenever he found him­ 
self out of pocket, to call his faithful 
headsman and order him to “ go to such 
and such a person and tell him to send me 
so many hundred thousand pieces of silver 
—or else cut off his head.” 
\V here he re­ 
moved a < .overnor, it was Haroun’s prac­ 
tice to lay immediate and violent hands 
upon everything the deposed lieutenant 
possessed—and the laborious extortions 
and peculations of years of infamous gov­ 
ernment passed in a brief morning into, 
not the pockets of the oppressed tax ­ 
payers, 
but 
the coffers 
of 
the head 
extortioner of 
the Empire, “ the good 
Haroun Alrashid.” 
He asked no ex­ 
cuse for his high-handed robberies; he 
wanted the money, and that was enough. 
And this is our old friend of the “ Arabian 
N ights” ! 
The agreeable listener to the 
tales of the One-eyed Calenders proves to 
be a robber, a murderer, the slaughterer of 
his kindred and best friends, a perjured 
traitor, a drunkard, and a debauchee. 
In­ 
deed, to associate with him was to live 
with the seven deadly sins in person. 
His 
only virtue was “ culture,’ and his intel­ 
lectual graces only accentuate his want of 
every noble quality of the heart. He came 
into an empire such as Alexander might 
have envied. 
He governed it infamously, 
and died in the midst of rebellion and dis­ 
content. 
He was given such counselors 
and friends as few Eastern monarchs have 
ever ¡>oese3sed. 
He trampled on them, 
massacred them, 
tortured 
them, 
till 
no 
rnan 
would 
trust 
him, 
and 
a 
slave 
watched 
over 
his 
death­ 
bed. 
He was 
a 
man 
who 
might 
have 
accomplished 
anything ; 
but, 
ruined by power, by the monstrous posi­ 
tion in which lie was placed, and by the 
boumlleis opportunities of gratifying an 
unbridled 
sensuality, he 
accomplished 
nothing. 
The brilliancy of bis court has 
made him a type and a model in the w rit­ 
ings of his countrymen ; but tho age was 
not of his making and the glory is not his. 
He was the pivot upon which the ma­ 
chinery turned ; but he was not the 
motive, nor even the regulating power. As 
in the “ Arabian N ights,” so in actual his­ 
tory, he was not the picture, but the frame. 
He had the good fortune to be Caliph at 
Bagdad when the golden age of Moham­ 
medan literature was first in its glory, and, 
like Lorenzo de Medici, he deserves to be 
remembered for his share in a great epoch.
